PROCLAMATION RECEIVED BY CIVIL WAR COMMISSION 


The preceding proclamation was issued Thursday in ceremonies at City Hall 
attended by representatives of the St. Louis Civil War Round Table and other 
organizations interested in the Civil War. The proclamation was presented to 
William L, Atwood who received it in behalf of the Missouri Civil War Centennial 
Commission. Mayor Tucker was presented with a Civil War centennial calendar by 
CWRT member Alexander C. Niven, who also represented the Confederate High Command. 


Other organizations represented at the presentation were the Missouri Histor- 
ical Society, represented by president James Williams; the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, represented by Mrs. Henry Frost Chadeayne and Mrs. Bernard Dickmann; 
and the Sterling Price Camp, Sons of Confederate Veterans, represented by Mr. Atwood. 
The Round Table was represented by Past-president Clemence L. Hein, Secretary Don 
S, Schomburg, Treasurer Eric P, Newman, and Bushwhacker Editor George Lh. Stemmler, Jr.

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REPORT ON FIELD TRIP 
JAMES WALTKE, CHAIRMAN 


This year the proposed field trip for The St. Louis Civil War Round Table will 
be to the Chattanooga and Chickamauga Battlefield Parks. The date for the tour of 
the battlefields will be May 20th. As announced at the November meeting, your Tour 
Committee feels that in order to make worthwhile the time and expense involved in 
planning this our most extensive trip, The Round Table must turn out in greater 
numbers than before, Enclosed with this issue of the Bushwhacker is a post card 
on which you are asked to indicate if you wish or do not wish to participate in 
this trip. We realize this may be quite a bit early for you to make a positive 
commitment, but we must get some idea of how many we can count on. Then, on or 
about March lst, all who indicated they would go will be contacted and asked for 
a firm commitment to attend. At this time those who still are going will be asked 
to make a cash deposit. Below are some facts to help you decide if you wish to 
attend. 


By highway, Chattanooga is about 470 miles, To reach Chattanooga by car would 
certainly take a hard day of driving and those who choose this way would have to 
leave Friday morning to be in good shape for the Saturday tour. By train the trip 
takes about 12 hours via the L & N at a cost around $40.00 per person round trip 
for Pullman reservations. Via Eastern Airlines the trip time is near 2 hours at 
a round trip cost of about $65.00 per person, The rates and times stated above 
were based. on information obtained 6 months ago and while there might be some change 
by now, we feel that they are near enough to enable you to figure the approximate 
cost of such a trip. 


Last year a chartered flight for 27 aboard a D.C. 3 was priced at $44.63 per 
person. We believe rates would not be much changed for a similar flight this year 
if enough members are interested. Group railroad rates are also available, but at 
this time we have no information, 


We urge that all members who can, arrange to attend this trip. The expense 
and time of going to Chattanooga to arrange such a trip is not justified for only 
a handful of members, 


GOT CHANGE FOR A THREE? 

CWRT Treasurer Eric P. Newman was a special guest on KMOX-TV last Saturday 
and displayed a $3 bill issued by the City of St. Louis in 1861 to pay the city's 
debts during the early days of the conflict. The bill is part of Newman's extensive 
currency collection, one of the finest of its kind in the country. Another special 
feature of the collection is a Confederate silver haif dollar. There weré only two 
of these coins minted and Newman's specimen originally belonged to Jefferson Davis.

C. Documentary material which has visual apeal as well as 
historical significance - such items as marriage contracts, 
southern Jewish imprints, etc, This material will also be 
exhibited in locked cases or framed, 


ARRANGE- This exhibition is sponsored by the Charleston 
MENTS s Committee on Arrangements for the Annual Meetinge 
All items borrowed will be insured at the owner's 
valuation, Whenever lenders are individuals with no facili- 
ties for packing and shipping, the sponscrs will assume this 
expense, Where lenders are instivutions with such facilities 
the sponsors will be grateful if the lenders can and will 
assume this responsibility. In either case the borrower will 
take care of the cost of transportation. It will be necessary 
that all loan items be received at the Gibbes Art Gallery by 
Mareh 9, for the official opening of the exhibition March 16.6 
All material will be shipped back to owners within a week 
after the exhibition closes. If you have material that you 
can and will lend and that the sponsors wish to include, you 
will receive a loan contract for each item.

This was based upon 
legislation passed at St. Charles when Missouri first became 
a State and was declared unconstitutional by the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of Craig vs. Missouri. As a re- 
sult, the State had to redeem the notes and those who borrowed 
money from the State did not have to pay it back. 


The other item is scrip issued in 5t.Charles by 
Shade & Ash, who, apparently, were merchants in 54. Charles 
when Mother Duchesne arrived. If you find any history on 
them we wovld be most interested in knowing it as we have 
never looked them up. 


One of these notes is adequate to illustrate, if 
you would like.

Of the St. Charles items, I'm using the 50¢ 
serip as the date coincides with Mother Duchesne's 
foundation year at St. Charles. Because of lack of 
funds, she had to accept Bishop Du Bourg's offer of a 
location in Florissant at the end of that year, re- 
turning only in 1828. 


At your suggestion I did some research on the 
names Shade & Ash. At the Missouri Historical Society 
I went through property tax records 1817-28, plus news 
items, histories, etc. to no avail. In St. Charles I 
contacted Mrs. Edna Olson of the St. Charles Histori- 
cal Society and she produced the record that they 
were "barterers in furniture, made to measure". You 
might enjoy knowing that they included coffins (pine 
box) made to measure for $1.50, so the piece of scrip 
for 50¢ had a relatively important significance.

For the past seven months an earnest effort has been made to assemble 
for the meeting of the American Jewish Historical Society an exhibition 
which would show through material objects a picture of American Jewry 
in the South as it existed from the founding of the colonies to the beginning 
of the present century. The difficulties of finding material through 
correspondence alone and the reluctance of some owners to release their 
material when found have limited the scope of the exhibition. The 
considerable representation of certain areas and the absence of others 
have been an inevitable consequence. 

Nevertheless, from the material exhibited certain conclusions may be 
drawn. Participation in the arts, scholarship, and the professions is 
manifest in pictures, books, and documents. The role of Jews as citizens 
is illustrated by many references. That Jews were faithful to the precept 


of charity is documented.

GENERAL EXCLUSIONS 


1. War Risk Exclusion: This policy does not insure against loss or 
damage caused by or resulting from 


a. hostile or warlike action in time of peace or war, including 
action in hindering, combating or defending against an actual, 
impending or expected attack, (a) by any government or 
sovereign power (de jure or de facto), or by any authority 
maintaining or using military, naval or air forces; or (b) by 
military, naval or air forces; or (c) by an agent of any such 
government, power, authority or forces; 


b. any weapon of war employing atomic fission or radioactive 
force whether in time of peace or war; 


c. insurrection, rebellion, revolution, civil war, usurped power, 
or action taken by governmental authority in hindering, com- 
bating or defending against such an occurrence, seizure or 
destruction under quarantine or customs regulations, confisca- 
tion by order of any government or public authority, or risks 
of contraband or illegal transportation or trade. 


Civil Authority: Property covered under this policy against the 
peril of fire is also covered against the risk of damage or destruction by 
civil authority during a conflagration and for the purpose of retarding

GENERAL CONDITIONS 


1. Misrepresentation and Fraud: This entire policy shall be 
void if, whether before or after a loss, the Insured has concealed or 
misrepresented any material fact or circumstance concerning this insur- 
ance or the subject thereof, or the interest of the Insured therein, or in 
case of any fraud or false swearing by the Insured relating thereto. 


2. Valuation: The Company shall not be liable beyond the actual 
cash value of the property at the time any loss or damage occurs and 
the loss or damage shall be ascertained or estimated according to such 
actual cash value with proper deduction for depreciation, however 
caused, and shall in no event exceed what it would then cost to repair 
or replace the same with material of like kind and quality. 


3. Pair, Set or Parts: In the event of loss of or damage to: 


a. any article or articles which are a part of a pair or set, the 
measure of loss of or damage to such article or articles shall be 
a reasonable and fair proportion of the total value of the pair or 
set, giving consideration to the importance of said article or 
articles, but in no event shall such loss or damage be con- 
strued to mean total loss of the pair or set; or 


b. any part of property covered consisting, when complete for 
use, of several parts, the Company shall only be liable for the 
value of the part lost or damaged. 


4. Changes: Notice to any agent or knowledge possessed by any

5. Notice of Loss: The Insured shall as soon as practicable report 
in writing to the Company or its agent every loss, damage or occurrence 
which may give rise to a claim under this policy and shall also file with 
the Company or its agent within ninety (90) days from date of dis- 
covery of such loss, damage or occurrence, a detailed sworn proof of loss. 


6. Examination Under Oath: The Insured, as often as may be 
reasonably required, shall exhibit to any person designated by the Com- 
pany all that remains of any property herein described, and shall sub- 
mit, and in so far as is within his or their power cause his or their em- 
ployees, members of the household and others to submit to examinations 
under oath by any person named by the Company and subscribe the 
same; and, as often as may be reasonably required, shall produce for 
examination all writings, books of account, bills, invoices and other 
vouchers, or certified copies thereof if originals be lost, at such reason- 
able time and place as may be designated by the Company or its 
representative, and shall permit extracts and copies thereof to be made.

12. Suit: No suit, action or proceeding for the recovery of any claim 
under this policy shall be sustainable in any court of law or equity unless 
the same be commenced within twelve (12) months next after discovery 
by the Insured of the occurrence which gives rise to the claim, provided 





however, that if by the laws of the State within which this policy is 
issued such limitation is invalid, then any such claims shall be void 
unless such action, suit or proceeding be commenced within the shortest 
limit of time permitted by the laws of such State. 
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13. Appraisal: If the Insured and the Company fail to agree as to 
the amount of loss, each shall, on the written demand of either, made 
within sixty days after receipt of proof of loss by the Company, select 
a competent and disinterested appraiser, and the appraisal shall be 
made at a reasonable time and place. ‘The appraisers shall first select 
a competent and disinterested umpire, and failing for fifteen days to 
agree upon such umpire, then, on the request of the Insured or the Com- 
pany, such umpire shall be selected by a judge of a court of record in 
the State in which such appraisal is pending. The appraisers shall then 
appraise the loss, stating separately the actual cash value at the time 
of loss and the amount of loss, and failing to agree shall submit their 
differences to the umpire. An award in writing of any two shall deter- 
mine the amount of loss. The Insured and the Company shall each pay 
his or its chosen appraiser and shall bear equally the other expenses of 
the appraisal and umpire. The Company shall not be held to have 
waived any of its rights by any act relating to appraisal. 


14. Reduction in Amount of Insurance: The amount of insur- 
ance and the applicable limit of liability, upon the occurrence of any 
loss covered hereunder, is reduced by the amount of such loss. 


15. Cancellation: This policy may be cancelled by the Insured by 
surrender thereof to the Company or any of its authorized agents or by 
mailing to the Company written notice stating when thereafter such 
cancellation shall be effective. This policy may be cancelled by the 
Company by mailing to the Insured at the address shown in this policy 
or last known address written notice stating when, not less than five (5) 
days thereafter, such cancellation shall be effective. The mailing of 
notice as aforesaid shall be sufficient proof of notice. The time of sur- 
render or the effective date of the cancellation stated in the notice shall 
become the end of the policy period. Delivery of such written notice 
either by the Insured or by the Company shall be equivalent to mailing. 


If the Insured cancels, earned premiums shall be computed in accord- 
ance with the customary short rate table and procedure. If the Com- 
pany cancels, earned premium shall be computed pro rata. Premium 
adjustment may be made at the time cancellation is effected and, if not 
then made, shall be made as soon as practicable after cancellation 
becomes effective. The Company’s check or the check of its representa- 
tive mailed or delivered as aforesaid shall be a sufficient tender of any 
refund of premium due to the Insured. 


STATE EXCEPTION

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1776 CONTINENTAL DOLLAR IN SILVER 


The 1776 Continental Currency Dollar in silver 
is the first silver dollar of the United States. The 
issuance of $1,00 paper currency was discontinued in 
1776 in anticipation of the introduction of the silver 
dollar, There are no Continental Congress records as 
to the: coinage of this dollar because it was apparently 
to be kept secret. The coin dies were cut by Elisha 
Gallaudet, a New York engraver, and the fact that the 
Continental Congress was minting these coins in Philadelphia 
was reported in 1776 by a British soldier, to London, 


There are three specimens known of the coinage 
in silver, this one being in the finest condition, 


Examples in pewter were distributed to members 
of Congress. 


FIRST DOLLAR COINED BY THE UNITED STATES MINT 


The United States Mint,which opened in 1793, 
coined its first silver in 179). 


The records show that less than 2,000 silver 
dollars were coined in that year of which not more than 
50 remain. 


These dollars had no denomination on the obverse 
or reverse, the denomination being milled on to the edge 
in the following language:

Mrs. Gleason also informed me of your desire to be assured that 
this valuable donation will be framed, cased, or kept secure from 
the elements and theft. I assure you that your antique money 
donation will be secured permanently against vandalism and theft. 
The collection will be placed under glass to help protect it from 
air, temperature and humidity changes. Because of its value, the 
collection will not be placed in the First Capitol restoration 
area but will be kept in the office area. It will either be 
framed and hung out of public access in the office or placedin 

a locked glass case in the reception room for public viewing. We 
do not yet have the glass case, so until the case is acquired or 
the money is properly framed and hung in a secure place, it will

be kept in a concealed locked box in the office area not accessable 
to the public. The office-reception room is well heated and air- 
conditioned to provide constant temperature contrel.. This money 
will not be exposed to bright light and will be kept in pressed 
condition. 


I have suggested to Mrs. Gleason that the Bank Notes could be 
xeroxed on old paper, cut out, and these copies might then be 

placed in Pecks' Store. Of course fire is an unavoidable possi- 
bility. However, the building is newly wired, no smoking is allowed 
anywhere in the building, and the building stands alone in this one 
block area of St. Charles. Also, since the money will be keptin the 
Same area with our valuable files, the files, the archaeological 
remains, and the antique money would be the first thing removed from 
the building in the event of fire.
